Dublin’s Review Ground ee

Cherries 
Some time ago, writes a correspondent, 
I came into possession of a garden which 
contains, among other fruit trees, one 
large cherry tree, which was sheeted with 
blossom in the spring and heavily laden 
with fruit towards the end of June. For 
two or three days I struggled to collect 
the cherries, and Gháire succeeded in 
gathering about 75 per cent. oí the total 
output. The remainder, and possibly 1:.e 
largest and ripest, went to my competitors, 
the blackbirds. In the early morning, 
when we listen to that delightful piece of 
natural music, the blackbird’s song, we 
think of only one blackbird, but the owner 
of a cherry tree may reckon on hundreds. 
They will not be singing, but feasting, and 
in my experience it was necessary to beat 
the tree with a long stick before they could 
be induced to desist. Of course, I am 
aware that cherry cultivators net their 
trees, but the net thas can keep a black- 
bird from a cherry must have a fine mesh. 
In some parts of Germany the roads are 
fringed with cherry trees, and the famous 
kirschwasser is made from this attractive 
fruit. According to Pliny, the garden 
cherry (P. Cerasus) was introduced, by 
Lucullus from Cerasus in Pontus to grace 
his triumph after his victory ever 
Mithradates. But I imagine that men, 
and blackbirds, were picking cherries long 
before, since heaps of the stones have been 
found in the ancient lake-dwellings,

AA Belgi an Novelty 


A correspondent writes: When recently 
on a short visit to Le Zoute (Belgium) I 
was impressed by a new, elegant and 
economical bathing box arrangement 
which might well be adopted by some of 
our local seaside resorts. This arrange- 
ment consists of a large number of charm- 
ing, tiled boxes built round a central 
store-room. Inserted in the back of each 
box is a detachable, numbered, self-locking 
cabinet for one’s clothing. When one has 
finished undressing and placed one’s 
clothes in thig cabinet, it is taken into 
the store-room, and the bather is handed 
a rubber bracelet bearing the same number 
as the cabinet. The box is now ready for 
the next person who wishes to change into 
bathing costume—an empty cabinet having 
having been placed in the back—while the 
previous occupant, when returning to 
dress, is given the nearest empty box, 
and exchanges the rubber bracelet for the 
clothes cabinet bearing the same number. 
The maximum use of all the boxes is thus 
ensured, and long sun-bathing can be 
enjoyed without the unpleasant feeling 
that a bathing box is being held up for 
an inordinate time. 


Synthetic Aaterials 


While looking at a radio set the other 
day, writes a correspondent, it occurred 
to me that probably the most remarkable 
development of modern chemistry is the 
number of composite substances which 
have been produced. For example, radio 
knobs and: panels, ashtrays, electric 
fittings, and many other light articles are 
now made of bakelite. This material was 
invented by a distinguished Belgian 
scientist, Professior Baekaland, who dis- 
covered that by mixing phenol, or carbolic 
acid, and formaldehyde, he was able to 
produce a resin which could be moulded 
mto any shape by heat. There are very 
few chemicals which can affect this plastic 
material once it has set, and it is quite 
impervious to heat and damp. - Another 
substance which can be adapted to similar 
uses is casein, derived either from milk 
or from certain vegetables, such as peas 
and beans. There is little difference 
between the vegetable and the animal 
product. The latter is, of. course, the 
essential part of cheese, and it is a curious 
fact that the Chinese make a kind of 
cheese from beans. Scientists, however, 
are looking forward to the time when these 
substances will be used in the manufac- 
ture of hoases, motor cars, and aero- 

lanes. Rakelite, for instance, owing to 
ts natural gloss, will require little clean- 
ing and no decorating. It can be moulded 
in many colours, and it is claimed that 
houses made from this substance would 
remain unaffected by damp or extremes of 
temperature,

An early instance of ‘‘ speeded-up’’ pro- 
duction is, recorded on June 28th, 18.1, 
when Sir John Throckmorton offered a bet 
of 1,000 guineas that at eight o'clock in 
the evening he would sit down to dinner 
in a well-woven, well-tailored suit,. the 
wool of which had been on a sheep’s back 
at five that morning. The terms of this 
bet drew many takers, and great prepara- 
tions were made to hasten the slow manu- 
facturing processes of the day. At tve 
o'clock two sheep were sheared, the wool 
was washed, carded, roved, spun and 
woven, the cloth scoured, fulled, tented, 
raised, sheared, dyed and dressed, and the 
tailor, waiting in readiness, cut, utted and 
stitched the suit with such speed that at 
6.15 that evening Sir John sat down to 
dinner in “an elegant damson-coloured 
suit,” winning his with a margin of 
one and three-quarter hours. .t is doubt- 
ful if even the modern excellence of the 
“assembly ” machinery could excel this 
tecord in tailoring.

HE annual adjudication of works sub. 
7 mitted in competition for scholarships 
and prizes offered under the Taylo, 
Bequest for the promotion of fine arts in Íre 
land was held at Ballsbridge on Tuesday. 
The judges were:—Mr,. G. R. Woolway (ap- 
pointed by the Royal Dublin Society), Mr.

THE NORTH IRISH HORSE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—While warmly approving the senti- 
ments expressed in your leading article on 
the North Irish Horse, I have to express my 
regret that you did not give one line of your 
space to a reference to her sister regiment, 
the South Irish Horse. It is a sad fact that 
only in the German history of the war is 
justice done to the sacrifice and the valour 
of these Irish soldiers. On the 18th March, 
1918, with the British line broken 
and in retreat, the isolated South Irish 
Horse, then dismounted and in the trenches, 
refused to give ground or surrender, and held 
up the whole German advance for two pre- 
cious days, which, according to the German 
account, “caused the defeat of their whole 

lan.” 

The South Irish Horse are not. so fortunate 
as the North appear to be. They have not a 
single officer's name left in the Army last 
to ee alive the memory of their sacrifices 
in the Great War. With a strength of 450 
“other ranks ” at the commencement of the 
war, they left over 1,500 dead on the different 
foreign fields of battle before the war ceased 
in 1918, and the services they rendered 
could have been multiplied tenfold had 
not the War Office sternly refused us 
permission to recruit beyond our official 
strength in 1914. when, with the blessing of 
the then leader of the Irish nation, Irishmen 
were crowding to its ranks literally by 
hundreds a day. These men had to be refused 
by Lord. Kitchener's order, Several of those 
whom he had to refuse for the British Army 
in 1914 were met by the writer in the 
National Army after they had “ spent " 
their “war fever’ by fighting against the 
British in 1916, and later against the “ Black 
and Tans” in the years of British post- 
war madness. 

How important these would-be recruits 
might have been, even as early as 1915, was 
well brought home to the writer when he was 
acting 8.M.O. at Le Havre, After the first 
gas attack a secret “ 8.0.8.” came down the 
line, saying: “ The last officer’s servant ts in

the line. Send up every available man.” 
Had the Germans got hold of that message, 
they could have walked unopposed to the 
Channel ports, and thereby won the war. 
Few of us now realise how touch-and-go, 
winning or losing, of the war was then. I 
often wonder how Ireland and Irish people 
would have liked to be subject to the 
Germans’ way. of getting work done.—Yours,

It con- 
tained one gallon and a half pint of petrol in 
the tank. It was tested over 269 miles, and 
the petrol consumption was a gallon to 15 
miles. It was capable of 60 m.p.h. He drove 
the car to Fermoy, where Mr. Troy identified 
it. Witness drove the car over the direct 
route from Fermoy to Dungarvan via Cappo- 
quin, a distance of 35.1 miles. The time 
taken was 50 mins., and the average speed 
was 57.8. On a second route via Ardnahene, 
Ballyduff and Lismore the time was 34 mins. 
longer. Taking the route through Ardfinnan 
and Knocklofty, the time was 1 hour 50 mins. 
A car leaving Ardnahone at 9.20 ‘could arrive 
at Dungarvan at 10.50 p.m. On the Clogheen, 
Newcastle, Four-Mile-Water the time was 
1 hour and 20 mins. The route via the 
Clonmel road took an hour and 20 mins. 

Referring te the route from Mitchell street, 
Dungarvan, to Knocka Cross, the witness 
said that he drove over it in 50 minutes. 


FAILED TO IDENTIFY CAR 
On the night of the 6th May he held an 


identification parade of the car in Dun- 
garvan with three other cars. Nine people, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Egan, were brought 
before the parade, ‘but none of them could 
identify any car positively. Richard Power 
said Mr. Troy’s car was the nearest to the 
car he saw that night. Mrs. Egan also said 
that the Chrysler was very like the car used 
©: the night of the shooting. Thomas Egan 
said that it was the same style of car as the 
Chrysler. 

Superintendent D. Stapleton, Dublin, 
proved five exhibits—a revolver cartridge case 
found at Colligan, which was for a Colt, but 
could be used in a .45 Webley or Smith and 
Wesson; bullets found in Mitchell street, in- 
cluding bullets fired from a Webley and a 
Colt revdlver, and the bullet taken from Egan’s 
body which was fired from a Colt revolver. 
The one Colt fired three shots and the Webley 
one shot. 

Superintendent M. Walsh, Dungarvan, 
County Waterford, stated that he saw the 
accused. man on May 14th at» Waterford 
Barracks, and told him that he was going 
to interrogate him under Article 2A of the 
Constitution. Conway refused. to give his 
name and address as “a soldier of the Irish 
Republic.” He refused to say whether he 
was in Mountjoy Prison in 1935, or whether 
he had met John Egan there. 

This concluded the evidence, and the 
officers of the Tribunal adjourned for twenty 
minutes. 


A PRIMA FACIE CASE 


On their return, the President said :— 
“In view of the attitude the prisoner has 
adopted, we think it right to inform him 
at this stage that a prima facie case has 
been established against him. Evidence has 
been given that he was on the road between 
Clonmel and Ardfinnan at about 8 p.m. on 
April 26th. We have also the evidence that 
finger prints corresponding with those of the 
accused were found on the car. “In order to 
give the accused man an opportunity of 
considering these points, we have decided to 
adjourn. the case until 11 a.m. on Tuesday 
next, the 2ist inst. 

“The accused man will, in the meantime, 
be given every facility regarding. witnesses 
or any matter relating to the charge. 

‘In the interests of justice, we ask any 
person or persons who saw the accused man, 
or was in his company, or could assist in 
any way in clearing up these points, to come 
forward and report to the local Civic Guards, 
and arrange to attend at the Tribunal on 
Tuesday next.” 

As the officers were leaving the rostrum, 
Conway jumped to his feet and shouted :— 
“I object; I object to this adjournment; 
I don’t want any adjournment. I am not 
putting forward amy defence.’’

forms of oppression, which the Court was 
asked to hold to consist of peaceful picketing. 

They had, he continued, customers begging 
to be secretly let out of the premises by the 
backdoor; employés slinking out by the back, 
and organised demonstrations every evening 
when the members of the staff were leaving— 
that, apparently, was what the respondents 
Bó San“ as justifiable peaceful picketing. 

No statute had been so grossly distorted in 
favour of one portion of the community, and 
more skilfully converted into a system of 
oppression for another, than the Trade Dis- 
pute Act of 1906, said Mr. Gavan Duffy. In 
the present case there was one cause of dis- 
pute and one cause only--the dismissal of an 
employé—and that dispute ended when the 
dismissed employé set up in business for him- 
self as a hairdresser in competition with the 
appellants. Thereafter all picketing of the 
premises that went on was illegal. 

Opening the case for the respondents, Mr. 
J. M. FitzGerald said that so far as the 
demeanour of the picket was concerned, and 
what it did, he had the finding of fact of the 
trial judge that the pitket did nothing jn 
excess of its statutory privileges, and that 
was supported by the evidence of the only 
two absolutely reliable witnesses, a super- 
intendent and a sergeant of the Civic Guard, 
who had stated that they never had seen a 
more peaceful and quiet picket. That was 
a finding of fact that, he «submitted, the 
present Court would not disturb.

STRIKERS’ RIGHTS 


Mr. FitzGerald—Certainly. They are en- 
titled to get information, and it is obvious 
that they will not get information from those 
working, but from independent members of 
the public who have information. Strikers 
are entitled to appeal to the ordinary 
humanity of the public to use their moral 
influence with the owners of the premises 
for the purpose of inducing them to come 
te amicable terms with their employés. 

The Chief Justice said that the question 
was whether there was a right to canvass 
people not to deal with a firm. That was 
what it came to. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that he did not say 
that looking for information was the same 
as canvassing people not to deal with a 
firm. He did not. think that they were 
entitled to stop people and persuade them 
not to go into a shop, but they were entitled 
to tell them that there was a strike: they 
were entitled to give information and to 
seek it. 

Replying further to the Chief Justice, 
Mr. FitzGerald said that if, as the result of 
the legal furtherance of a trade dispute, 
there was injury to the trade, that was the 
fate of the war that went on; and if, as a 
consequence of a long-continued strike, an 
employer was driven out of business, that 
did not give him: a right of action in the 
absence of a breach by his employés of their 
rights under the Statute. 

Mr. FitzGerald had not concluded when 
the Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned until next Tuesday.

Britain’s Convalescence 


From every point of view, one of the 
most striking features of recent history has 
been the recovery of Great Britain. So 
lately as five years ago it seemed that, 
economically, she was finished. Her com- 
mercial supremacy had been built upon 
export markets; and, when other nations 
decided that it was high time for them to 
satisfy the needs of their own countrymen, 
the bottom appeared to have been knocked 
out of Great Britain’s economic system. 
During the post-War years there was an 
insistent clamour that she should follow 
the example of the rest of the world. 
Cater for your own people, said her 
unofficial advisers, and forget about those 
other countries which are allowing you no 
return for the goods which are finding a 
market within your boundaries. She was 
urged, first, to impose | -ohibitive tariffs 
on the produce of other countries ;

She never 
will regain her old, unquestioned hegemony 
of the world’s markets; the unemployment 
queues, though diminished, are still long; 
many factories have closed their doors and 
will not reopen them; there is still a 
heavy adverse balance of trade. Yet the 
whole situation has been changed. Great 
and small nations are suing to-day for 
Britain’s ‘commercial favours; workers 
who had despaired of fresh employment 
have obtained it; and, most important 
sign of all, there is a widespread feeling 
across the Channel that the country has 
‘‘ turned the corner.’’ 

How far is this new spirit justified? On 
Wednesday Mr. Walter Runciman, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, offered a 
résumé of British industrial progress 
durjng recent months. Within the past 
year, he observed, the figures of unemploy- 
ment had fallen by nearly 300,000; rail- 
way receipts—one of the best indices of 
industria] activity—had risen, -in spite of 
increased road competition, by £1,830,000 
in the first six months of this year ; postal 
receipts had increased by nearly four 
and bank clearances by nearly 
seven per cent. At the end of June there 
were 850,000 tons of merchant shipping 
under construction, as compared with 
560,000 tons a year earlier, and export 
trade was increasing, though it had re- 
ceived a blow from the cessation of sales to 
Italy. In the twelve months that ended 
with last March the total exports of Great 
Britain exceeded in value those for the 
twelve months ending March, 1932, by 
£68,000,000. Of this sum £14,000,000 was 
explained by exports to the twenty-four 
countries which had entered into trade 
agreements with Great Britain. The iron 
industry, in particular, had 
prospered, and its production to-day is 
very little smaller than that of 1929, 
before the universal depression made its 
weight felt: in like manner the electrical 
and motor car industries had shown un- 
mistakable signs of improvement. On the 
other hand, there are two important ex- 
ceptions to the general rule of increasing 
prosperity; and these are the two 
industries which gave Britain her com- 
mercial supremacy during the Victorian 
era. The cotton industry, according to 
Mr. Runciman, merely is holding its own 
at the best; and on the coal industry Mr. 
Runciman deemed it wiser, apparently, to 
say nothing. Whether Great Britain's 
recovery can be rea] while these two funda- 
mental industries, in which so much of 
her capital is sunk, remain depressed, is a 
matter for question; but that money is 
circulating mere freely, and that the 
people are recapturing their old con- 
fidence, cannot be denied. 

The people of Great Britain are adapt- 
able enough, and they are realising, 
slowly but surely, that a new outlook upon 
commercial things is necessary. They 
understand now that an article made in 
England is not necessarily the best of its 
kind in the world, and that, when con- 
fronted with the choice between a dearer, 
British-made article and a cheaper, 
foreign-made article, seven people out of 
ten will choose the latter. Fifty years ago 
Great Britain was not merely supreme 
among manufacturing nations: she was 
virtually the only manufacturing nation, 
and markets could be obtained by her with 
little effort. Nowadays all is changed. 
Great Brita is only one against half-a- 
dozen countries whose production of manu- 
factured good# is nearly as large as her 
own—and whose industrial energy is, if 


per cent,,

wishes foreign markets, she must compete 
for them on equal terms: She must con- 
clude trade agreements; she must go 
through all the tiresome business of 
bargaining ; and she must accept the fact 
that price, rather than quality, is the 
decisive factor in modern commerce. It 
is interesting to notice that, for the first 
time since the industrial revolution, 
British manufacturers have been com- 
pelled to fall back upon the appeal to 
‘buy British.’ Manufacturers have lost 
their old cocksureness, and are willing now 
to play the foreigners at their own game. 
It is significant, indeed, that the only two 
industries which have not been awakened 
to an appreciation of the new conditions 
of the world are the two whose fortunes 
show no improvement—the coal and cotton 
industries. This change of outlook, as we 
think, is a very good thing for Britain; 
for it betokens a new appreciation of com- 
mercial realities. While her manufac- 
turers refused to cut prices, sublimely 
confident that “ quality will tell,” or that 
all foreign activity was merely a flash in 
the pan, they were bringing their country 
perilously near to the edge of ruin. They 
are willing now to fight for their living; 
and, with the various advantages which 
they possess, they stand a good chance of 
winning the fight. 


'A Pioneer 


The death of Miss Henrietta Margaret 
White yesterday will be significant to 
all those women who have had their 
education at the Alexandra College 
between 1890 and 1932; for in the former 
year Miss White became the Principal, 
and in the latter year she retired. For 
cther people the announcement may mean 
little. at first—little more than the end of 
a long period of useful, unobtrusive 
service in the cause of education. Yet it 
is fitting that Miss White should be 
remembered for a different reason, and 
should be given a better epitaph. She 
was a member of that gallant army which 
began the fight for the emancipation of 
women, and her record is none the less 
worthy because it is concerned with ‘‘ old, 
forgotten, far-off things, and battles long 
when women compete 


, 


ago. Nowadays, 
on egual terms with men for so many 
positions in life, their equality is so un- 
questioned that they may be inclined to 
forget that it was gained only by the 
patience and courage of the pioneers. 
Miss White was no ‘‘suffragette,’’ but 
she did more real work for the intellectual 
advancement of than did the 
hundreds of extremists who were to follow 
her. When she succeeded Miss La Touche 
as Principal of Alexandra College in 1890 
women could be educated in their own 
schools and colleges, but the doors of the 


women 


universities were still firmly closed 
against them. Dublin was the first uni- 
versity in Great Britain or Ireland to 
grant them degrees, and it was something 
more than mere chance that the first B.A. 
awarded to a woman in 1905 should have 
coincided with the conferring of the 
Degree of LIAD. on Miss White. The 
words of the late Dr. L. C. Purser on 
that occasion are worth recalling. “She 
believed,” he said, “in woman's capacity 
for education at a time when public 
opinion was singularly indifferent to the 
subject. The tireless 
White helped largely to break down the 
opposition of College to the 
appeals of the women of Ireland.” Miss 
White had not tried to storm the citadel, 
and she may have recognised that for her 
sex persuasion is a stronger weapon than 
force. She had achieved her end by 
widening the scope of her college, im- 
proving its scholarship, and showing that 
women no longer could be looked upon as 
brainless. Trinity College was the first 
to recognise the force of this practical 
argument, and Oxford and Cambridge 
were not long in following Dublin’s lead. 
Five years ago, when Lady Arnott 
and Miss Preston presented her with her 
portrait by Sir William Orpen, Miss 
White was able to say that there were few 
professions open to women in which 
Alexandra College students 
occupying important and responsible posi- 
tions, and the remark reflects the great 
progress which the College attained under 


her guidance.

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The Irish “ Open” 


With an aggregate of seven under Íours 
Reginald Whitcombe yesterday won the 
Irish Open Championship at Dollymount, 
and thereby relieved his brother Ernest of 
the title. His rounds were 72, 72, 68 and 
69; and not even if he had played 
the championship only in his ima- 
gination could he have produced a 
more satisfactory result. Time after 
time it has been proved in these 
medal-play championships that the man 
who begins with a record-breaking round 
usually finds that he has played himself 
out by the beginning of the final thirty-six 
holes. In the British Open supporters of 
Henry Cotton were overjoyed at the ex- 
champion’s first round of 67. They said 
that he had _ recovered his confi- 
dence, and that there was nobody 
to beat him. Some way behind, 
however, was Padgham comfortably in the 
seventies waiting his chance; and, while 
Padgham played himself into the top of 
his form, Cotton struggled to sustain his 
early brilliance. It was the same thing at 
Dollymount, Large began with a record 
69, and Whitcombe was content to lie 
seventh with level fours. In the next round 
Large collapsed with 75, and Whitcombe 
repeated his previous score. On this round 
alone. he occupied twelfth place; 
nevertheless, he qualified for the final with 
ease. Within striking distance of all the 
leaders, Whitcombe now let himself go; 
and, having wasted nothing of his skill in 
the qualifying rounds, he turned in a 68 
and then a 69, to win the title by two 
strokes. It was akin to the cleverness of 
a jockey who nurses his mount until the 
ultimate effort is required. While we offer 
Reginald Whitcombe our congratulations, 
we tender to William Davies, of Wallasey, 
our sympathy ; for at one time it looked as 
if Davies was going to break the spell that 
lies over him. He has been runner-up in 
something like a dozen championships, and 
always something has happened at the last 
moment to deprive him of the honours for 
which he has worked so well. At Dolly- 
mount he began with 73, and then, with 
the precision of a machine, turned in three 
70’s—once again to be runner-up.

Gas in the Streets 


Many of the peoples of Europe look upon 
air-raid drill as an infliction which must 
be borne, and they accept the infliction 
without undue indignation because the 
authorities have told them that air-raid 
drill, like the income tax, is an imposition 
in the interests of the common weal. The 
peoples of Europe are quite ready to believe 
the most horrific official warning, on the 


excellent grounds that so little separates 


them from the friendly, or fiendish, nation 
over the frontier; and, with this incentive 
to overcome their bashfulness, the peoples 
of Europe will have themselves measured 
for gas masks without a blush. They may 
vie with their neighbours in‘the matter of 
fit. anid of appearance, and, quite un- 
ashamed, will polish the metal parts of 
their respirators during an idle half hour. 
A European Government with gas masks 
for public approval will find many anxious 
to sample its wares: but is the Govern- 
ment in London going to obtain any satis- 
faction for its outlay of £1,240,000 gas 
mask money? Probably the English people 
have heard that the aeroplane has 
rendered slightly laughable the traditional 
and magnificent isolation of their island ; 
but, till the heavens weep mustard gas, 
they will continue to believe in the innate 
security of “ this little plot, this earth, 
this realm, this England.” Adniittedly, 
Zeppelins gave trouble during the Great 
War; but the destruction wrought by these 
visitors was not sufficiently general to 
impair the islanders’ confidence in the 
safety of their solitude. The sound of 
engines in the night sky sent thousands 
into the underground; but just as many 
thousands took their stand in the streets 
to watch with interest the developments. 
There was little suggestion of organised 
precaution. At the moment the Air Raid 
Department is anxious that as many people 
as possible should try on the masks it is 
making; but with this inborn conviction 
before them that England is inviolate the 
English people may not answer the call. 
Yet, perhaps, the rumours of war will 
become so persistent that Mr. and Mrs.

No information was forthcoming 
as to the result of the meeting, and it is 
possible that no statement will be made 
before the end of the series of diplomatic 
negotiations which will take place with the 
French and Belgian Governments. It 
seems that the view of the British Govern- 
ment is that no good purpose can be 
served by a meeting which will include 
representatives of Great Britain, France 
and Belgium only, leaving Italy and Ger- 
many outside. The French Government 
takes a somewhat similar view, but still 
dernands a preliminary meeting before 
Germany is invited to attend. Belgium is 
taking a middle course. France’s objection 
to the presence of Germany is that it 
would give the German Government 4 
reason for not answering the questionnaire 
or of furnishing a preliminary explanation 
about the remilitarisation of the Rhine- 
land. In official circles here it is hoped 
that the objection will be overeome, 


Germany s Attitude 


Herr Hitler has not yet sent a reply to 
the Anglo-French questionnaire sent him 
some weeks ago, but to-day there was a 
rumour that he intends to send the British 
Government shortly a very important 
memorandum which will explain in full 
all the details of the agreement recently 
made with Austria, and will deal also with 
the several implications of its clauses. This 
may take the place of the long-expected 
answer to the questionnaire, and in 
addition it may contain proposals of the 
highest importance for Anglo-German 
collaboration in certain directions. Should 
this view prove to be correct, it is certain 
that the British Government will give the 
fullest consideration to any proposals put 
forward by Herr. Hitler, since a friendly 
understanding with Germany would be a 
great help towards peace. 


Sanctions 


The removal of sanctions against Ita!) 
coincides with a drastic reduction in war 
risk insurances for marine policies. The 
rates for Mediterranean voyages covering 
war risks on cargoer and specie have now 
been reduced to sixpence per cent., com- 
pared with the previous rate of two 
shillings per cent. The reductions are 
taken to mark the end of the period which 
reflected the possibility of a crisis. From 
now the ciause which excluded vessels 
under the Italian flag or calling, loading, 
or discharging at Italian ports is not 
operative, and vessels of all nationalities 
are included in the nominal rates now 
introduced. 


Potato Marketing 


The consumers Committee for Great 
Britain has been inquiring into the opera- 
tion of the potato marketing scheme, and 
has come to the conclusion that the in- 
terests of consumers have not been preju- 
diced by its operation. On the contrary, 
it is urged that they have benefited by 
the scheme, which has resulted in a more 
satisfactory grading, so that housewives 
have been supplied with potatoes more 
uniform 1n size and quality. The scheme 
has been criticised in some quarters on 
account of the shortage which occurred a 
few months ago, but it cannot be said that 
consumers were adversely affected, as the 
authorities modified the import restric- 
tions as soon as it was established that 
the possibility of a shortage existed. On 
the whole the scheme has worked well by 
giving producers a steady and remunera- 
tive price, without adding to the expense 
of housekeeping.

Miss Sara Allgood, who has had to 
undergo an operation for appendicitis, is 
reported to be making satisfactory pro- 
gress, and Miss Maire O’Neill is going to 
the rescue of her sister by filling her place 
in the most successful comedy, ‘‘ Storm 
in a Tea Cup,” at the Garrick Theatre.

HE new Milk (Regulation of Supply 


g #4 apd Price) Bill has now been circu- 


lated to deputies. It is a measure of 51 
Sections, and purports to set up machinery 
for the regulation of supp'y and the 
wholesale price of milk, and also for the 
of pus the rétail prices. 
Minister will have the power to

i declare by order a particular area to be a 


sale district, and another a production 
district, the two combined to form a joint 
(sale and supply) district. 


THE BOARDS 


A Board, consisting of as many repre- 
sentatives of milk producers and dis- 
tributors (including vendors), as the 
Minister may determine, will be established 
in respect of each joint district. The 
chairman of each Board will always be 
nominated by the Minister, who will also 
nominate the members of the first Board 
for each district. Nominated members 
will continue in office until arrangements 
have been made for the election of 
members. Elected members will hold 
office for three years. 

Ordinary members of the Board may 
receive such allowances as are approved 
by the Minister for Finance. 

Every Board shall have a secretary and 
such other officers as are necessary for the 
discharge of its duties. A fine not ex- 
ceeding £50 is prescribed for any member 
or officer who is convicted of disclosing in- 
formation in relation to the business of 
the Board. 

The chairman of a board alone shall 
constitute a quorum of the Board, and no 
meeting shall be held unless the chairman 
is present. 


REGISTRATION 


The Board will keep registers of pro- 
ducers, wholesalers and retailers of milk. 
Only producers whose premises are situate 
in the production district specified for any 
particular sale district will be eligible for 
registration as producers, unless the chair- 
man of the board is satisfied, in the case 
of a producer outside the production 
district, that he supplied milk to the sale 
district for at least twenty days in each of 
any twelve months during a period of 
fifteen months ending on the day of the 
establishment of the Board. 

The expression “ producer ” includes 
creamery proprietors registered under the 
Dairy Produce Act; 1924. 

After a prescribed date it will not be 
lawful for any producer to sell milk. (other 
than milk sold to his servants for their 
own use) in the sale district unless he is 
registered in the register of producers, and 
the milk sold by him has been produced on 
premises in respect of which he is regis- 
tered. Similarly, it will be unlawful, after 
a prescribed date, for any person in the 
sale district to buy milk for resale unless 
he is registered for the purpose under the 
new measure. 


PURCHASE LICENCES 


It will be unlawful, after an appointed 
day, for a registered producer to sell milk 
to a registered distributor or vendor, or 
for a registered distributor or vendor to 
purchase milk from a registered producer, 
except in accordance with a contract for 
the purpose made between the parties and 
approved by the chairman of the board. 
No contract can be approved unless the 
price per gallon is stated therein, such 
‘price is not less than the appropriate 
statutory minimum price, and the basic 
quantity of milk to be supplied each day 
is specified. Contracts which are already 
in force on. the appointed day will cease to 
operate as from that date unless they have 
been submitted to the Board and approved 
by the chairman on the same conditions 
as apply to new contracts. 

Where the Board is satisfied that con- 
siderations of the public interest make it 
desirable that milk should at times be 
obtained’ otherwise than from” registered 
producers, the Board may issue a licence 
for the purchase, otherwise than from a 
registered person, of a specific quantity 
of milk, on condition that the price to be 
paid for such milk will not be less than 
the appropriate statutory minimum price. 

A levy at a rate to be prescribed by the 
Minister may be collected by the Board on 
all sales of milk to which the Act applies. 
The levy is for the purpose of defraying 
expenditure which the Board is empowered 


to incur. 


FIXING THE PRICE 


The Board shall, at such intervals as it 
may consider necessary, discuss the prices 
per gallon which would be, in its opinion, 
equitable prices for milk sold. under 
different sets of conditions. If the Board 
is not unanimous in its recommendation 
to the Minister the chairman will decide 
the matter and communicate his decision 
to the other members and to the Minister, 
and the decision so communicated shall 
have effect as if it were a decision of the 
whole Board. The Minister will then con- 
sider the prices communicated to him and 
make an Order fixing the prices to be paid. 
When such an Order is made it will] be 
unlawful for any «producer to sell, or for 
any milk distributor or vendor to buy at 
less than the appropriate prescribed price. 

The Minister for Agriculture, after con- 
sultation with the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, may prescribe maximum 
retail prices to be charged for different 
kinds of milk sold under different condi- 
tions. If an Order is made in relation to 
a specified kind of milk sold under speci- 
fied conditions it will be unlawful for any 
person to charge more than the appropriate 
prescribed price for such kind of milk 
sold under such conditions. 

Milk is defined in the-bill as “ whole 
milk which is sold for consumption as 
whole milk, or is used in the manufacture 
of butter, cheese, cream. or. ice-cream.” 
Consequently, milk used in the manufac- 
ture of condensed or powdered milk is not 


included in the scope of the bill.

N the House oí Commons yesterday, 
Captain J. H. F. McEwen (Conserva- 
tive) asked the Prime Minister whether 
His Majesty's Government, in their con- 
sultations with the South African Minister 
of Defence, during his recent visit, 
vfficially discussed the question of Ger- 
many 's claim to territories in Africa, and 
whether they gave him any reason to 
helieve that the putting forward of such 
claims would be sympathetically enter- 
tained by His Majesty's Government. 
Mr. Baldwin—I think Captain McEwen’s 
en is based on a misapprehension. 
understand that in the interview with 
the Press on his return to South Africa 
Mr, Pirow himself made it clear that the 
impression he was giving them was the 
result of personal observations and talks, 
and was not the outcome of specific dis- 
cussions with members of the British 
vernment. As far as the attitude of 
His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom is concerned, I have nothing to 
add to previous statements which have 
been made in this House on their behalf.

Mr. Baldwin—I think the statement of 
the Government was perfectly clear. I 
regret myself, of course, Press interviews 
on matters that are of some considerable 
delicacy, but I have little jurisdiction in 
this country, and none in South Africa. 
I will just add this—and I am quite sure 
that you will agree with me in this—that 
conversations with Dominion Ministers 
who come over here are naturally ex- 
tremely confidential. I should never reveal 
anything that takes place. It must be re- 
membered that Mr. Pirow came over as 
Minister of Defence on some specific work, 
and when he was dealing with other 
matters than that he was expressing, I 
understand, his personal opinion. He had 
no authority that 1 am aware of for ex- 
pressing the opinion of the Government of 
South Africa, and whatever views he may 
have expressed in these interviews—and 
we have been at some pains to get all the 
particulars we can of it—they do represent 
entirely his personal views, and not 
necessarily the views of the South African 
Government. Whatever his relations may 
be with the South African Government is 
not a matter for me, but is a matter for 
that Government. 

Mr. Churchill—While thanking the 
Prime Minister for his answer, could he 
not reply to the question and choose some 
occasion for making it perfectly clear that 
there is no question at the present time of 
any transfer of our mandated territories ! 

Mr. Baldwin—I think the answer which 
has been given by the Government is per- 
fectly explicit. I am asked in the latter 
part of the question as to whether the 
Government gave Mr. Pirow any reason to 
believe that the putting forward of such 
claims would be sympathetically enter- 
tained by His Majesty’s Government. The 
answer is in the negative. 

Mr. E. D. Sandys (Conservative)—Is the 
Prime Minister aware that the recent 
statements made by the Government to 
which he refers differ very materially from 
the previous statements made last year by 
the Government, particularly by Sir John 
Simon in Berlin, and will he not, there- 
fore, make it quite clear where the Govern- 
ment stands at an early date? 

There was no reply.

TALKS FOLLOW CABINET 
MEETING 


The question whether the Lócarno 
Powers should coníer without German 
participation was left still undecided, fol- 
lowing the Cabinet’s meeting at 10 Down- 
ing street, Londan, yesterday. Preliminary 
conversations are proceeding through 
diplomatic channels. The French and Bel- 
gian Ambassadors called at the Foreign 
Office, and, it is understood, saw Mr. 
Anthony Eden within a few hours of the 
Cabinet meeting. Sir Eric Drummond, 
the British Ambassador to Berlin, who is 
now on leave, also visited the Foreign 
Office. 

The question of the Locarno Confer- 
ence was discussed at these conversations, 
which were held separately. The talks are 
to continue. 

A full meeting of the five Locarno sig- 
natories (including Germany) is regarded 
as a likely means to the achievement of 
the ultimate object of British policy—to 
get on to the main business of promoting 
the stabilisation of European affairs.

Members of the Iron Guard this after- 
noon broke into a Bukharest hospital, 
where M. Stelescu, leader of the 
‘‘ Crusade ” Party, was lying ill, and shot 
him dead, 

Stelescu, who ‘was once a prominent 
member of the Iron Guard, had for some 
time edited the weekly newspaper, the 
Crusader. It is feared that his assassina- 
tion will lead to reprisals on the part of 
his followers, who are known to be devoted 
to him. 

Later eight men gave themselves up to 
the police in connection with the shooting. 

As soon as the men entered the ward in 
which Stelescu was lying they opened fire, 
and he was killed instantly. 

Only 28 years of age, Stelescu was 
formerly an outstanding leader of the 
notorious Iron Guard, but left this 
organisation following the assassination of 
the Prime Minister of Rumania, M. Toca, 
in December, 1933. 
stony egy | he formed his own political 
party, e ‘‘Crusaders.’’ He also estab- 
ished the Crusader. 

Following his decision to leave the Iron 
Guard he was placed on the “ death “”' list, 
and it is known that members of the 
organisation drew lots to decide who was 
to kill him. Unfortunately for the plotters, 
Stelescu always went about armed, and 
had an escort of his followers with him. 


Ten days ago M. Stelescu fell ill and came 
to the capital, where he was admitted to 
hospital.

CRIPPLE FROM PREVIOUS 
ACCIDENT 


The circumstances surrounding the 
tragedy are particularly sad. Mr. 
Michael Cadwell was involved in a motor- 
ine accident at Ballsbridge, Dublin, in 
1924. Asa result, his right leg had to be 
amputated. In subsequent court proceed 
ings he was awarded £1,500 compensation. 
He and his wife and son were on their 
way yesterday to the Westland Row 
branch of the Commercial Bank to collect 
the quarterly income from this sum, which 
had been invested. The car had been 
driven along the East road to the North 
Wall, and was travelling citywards when 
the accident occurred. | 

The reason for the car’s fata] swerve is 
unknown. The stories told by two eye- 
witnesses differ. One stated that the 
driver of the car had apparently lost 
consciousness, and the other said that he 
pulled hard at the driving wheel in a vain 
attempt to avert the tragic swerve. 

A Dublin fireman and two youths made 
gallant attempts to reach the car. They 
dived into the water time after time, but 
the strong current prevented them from 
reaching it. 


THREE OCCUPANTS 


That three persons had lost their lives 
was only revealed to the crowd which had 
gathered when the motor car was lifted 
clear of the water by means of a travelling 
crane, Eyewitnesses had stated that the 
driver was the only occupant. As the 
motor car was hauled inch by inch out of 
the water, however, three occupants 
became clearly visible. 

There was evidence of a last minute 
struggle by the occupants to extricate 
themselves. The woman's legs were pro. 
truding out of the front left hand side 
window, which she apparently had 
managed to open before she died. The 
driver, who may have been unconscious 
before the car hit the water, was clasping 
the steering wheel with hoth hands. So 
tight was his grip that Civic Guards had 
difficulty in removing the body. 

The windscreen of the car had to be 
broken before the bodies could be taken 
out. Thev were brought to Jervis street 
Hospital by the Corporation ambulance. 
An inquest will be held to-day. In the 
car were found crutches belonging to the 
older man. 


WHERE THE ACCIDENT 
OCCURRED 


The accident occurred opposite the ware 
house of Packing Materials, Ltd.. at 81-88 
North Wall, and a few feet from the 
Burns and Laird sheds. There are no 
protecting rails, for usually ships berth 
alongside the quay to discharge their 
cargo. Yesterday, however, the quayside 
was deserted, with the exception of two 
drays. 

The accident occurred shortly after 2.50. 
and, so far as can be ascertained, was 
witnessed by only two persons—a passing 
cyclist and an employé of Packing 
Materials. Ltd.. who was working on the 
roof of the building. - The cyclist, Thomas 
Borwick, had almost reached the Burns 
and Laird sheds when the motor car cut 
across the road behind him, clearing his 
back wheel by only a few inches, and 
plunged over the quayside into the river 
Borwick saw only one person in the car— 
the driver, who, he states, was dressed in 
a blue suit and wearing a cloth cap. 
According to Borwick, this man was 
sitting rigidly at the wheel, and appeared 
either to be unconscious or to be suffering 
from a fit. 

The story of Jack Burke differs slightly. 
He also saw only one man in the ear, 
but according to his story, when the car 
began to leave the road the driver 
wrestled with the wheel in a vain en- 
deavour to turn it from the river. The 
steering gear, however, appeared to have 
gone out of order, and the car dived over 
the quayside into the water. 

The speed of the car, estimated at about 
20 to 30 miles an hour, took it some 
distance out over the water before it 
struck the surface. Immediately there 
was, according to the witnesses, a “‘ terrific 
splash,” and a fountain of water rose 
almost fifteen feet, to the height of the 
quayside. ' 

When the water had subsided Borwick, 
who had thrown down his bicycle, ran to 
the side; but all that was visible was a 


to the surface and breaking. 

The driver of a lorry which was passing 
jumped down and threw off his coat with 
the intention of trying to effect a rescue, 
but a number of people in the vicinity 
told-him that the car was in sixteen feet 
of water, and that owing to the strong 
current rescue attempts would be useless 
and dangerous. 


THREE DIVERS 


The Corporation ambulance was sum- 
moned, and arrived a few minutes later. 
Fireman Crowe, of the Tara street section 
of the Fire Brigade, took off his coat and 
dived into the river. He was quickly 
followed by two youths who had arrived on 
the scene, One of the latter, who put on 
the bathing dress which he was carrying, 
dived in three times, but on each occasion 
was dragged past the spot by the current. 
All three were later forced to give up 
their attempts. 

By this time a large crowd had lined the 
}quayside, and Civic Guards and port 
policemen had difficulty in keeping Foe 
away from the edge. The Dublin Port 
and Docks Board diver was summoned,

river, and about half a dozen boats had 
gathered. 

When the back of the car rose out of the 
water the body of a grey-haired man, With 
one arm clutched round the arm strap, was 
visible. Gradually the chassis was lifted 
clear of the water, and three bodies could 
be seen huddled together. 

The Port Board’s tug went down the 
river to the North Wall Extension, where 
the car was swung over the quay by a 
travelling crane. ‘ 


EYE-WITNESSES 


The accident was described in an inter- 
view by Thomas Borwick, of Faughart 


road, Crumlin, the cyclist who so narrowly. 
“1 was’ 


missed being struck by ‘the car. 
cycling at about 2.30 towards the Custom 
House, and had just reached the Burns- 
Laird sheds when Í heard a motor car 
coming up behind me. I turned slightly, 
and noticed out of the corner of my eye 
that the car swerved across the road, 
missed my back wheel by inches, and 
plunged out over the quayside. It was 
going fairly fast—about 20 to 30 miles an 
hour—and appeared to dive out about 
fifteen feet over the river. Immediately a 
fountain of water rose up, and I threw 
down my bicycle and dashed to the quay- 
side. 

‘‘T stood fur a moment to see if a body 
would appear, but all 1 could see was 
bubbles rising slowly to the surface. . 

“When the car passed me I only saw 
one occupant. He was an elderly, stout 
man, dressed m a blue suit and wearing 4 
tweed cap. He sat stiff and upright at 
the wheel, as if he had lost consciousness. 

“I hailed a ferry which was crossing 
the river, and told the man at the wheel 
to anchor over the spot where the car had 
gone in. By this time people came from 
all directions shouting. The driver of a 
steam lorry which was passing jumped 
down and ran to the water’s edge, throw- 
ing off his coat as he ran. I told him that 
the car had gone like a stone to the bottom, 
and it would be useless to attempt rescue.”’ 

Borwick continued that, while someone 
ran to telephone to the police and 
fire brigade, two youths took off their 
coats and dived several times into the 
river. There was a strong current 
running at the time, and the men were 
swept down the river and forced to give 
up their attempt. The Corporation 
Ambulance arrived, and Fireman Crowe 
also dived in, but his efforts to locate the 
car also were fruitless. 


COULD SEE NOTHING 


Thomas Fynes, of Lower Mayor street, 
said that he ran to the scene when he 
saw the crowd gathering. Fireman Crowe 
was climbing out of the water when he 
arrived. 

“TI had a bathing costume with me, 
so I quickly stripped and dived in. It 
was impossible to see anything, however ; 
for the water was too muddy. A strong 
current brought me down the river, and 
after .diving in again I gave it up as 
hopeless.”* 

Patrick Behan, of Sheriff street, whose 
clothes were dripping water when he 
spoke to vur reporter, had a similar story 
to tell. He had been walking out of 
Castleforbes street, when he saw Borwick 
throw his bicycle to the ground and run 
to the quayside. “I followed him,” 
said Behan, “but all that was to be seen 
was a number of large bubbles rising 
rapidly to the surface. After taking off 
my coat and shirt I dived in two or three 
times, but, like the others, met with no 
success “' '

DEATH OF MISS H. M. 
WHITE, LL.D. 


-_-- 


AN EDUCATIONAL 
PIONEER 


- 


We regret to announce that Miss Henrietta 
Margaret White, LL.D., a former Principal of 
Alexandra College, Dublin, died yesterday at 
65 Ailesbury road. Miss White had been for 
many years a leading figure in educational 
affairs in Ireland, and her name was known 
and her influence felt far beyond the limits 
of her native country. For her own wide 
circle of friends, and for the great number ot 
girls who passed through her hands in Alex- 
andra College, her death will mean a deep 
personal grief. If she had never been called 
upon to occupy a high place in public life, 
she would still have been one of those who 
have left: a lasting memory behind her; her 
fine personality and strong character could 
never have failed to make their mark even 
if her life had been passed in a far Jess pro- 
minent position than she held. But for a 
long period she had been called upon to fill 
a post in which every one of her great 
qualities was exercised to its utmost, and her 
example, both as a noble woman and a great 
scholar, was enabled to exercise its fullest 
power. 

In the year 1890 Miss White was appointed 
Principal of Alexandra College in succession 
to Miss La Touche. Under her guidance the 
college widened its scope in many directions. 
New scholarships were founded te provide 
university courses for students, special yearly 
courses of lectures arranged, the premises 
were enlarged and the most advanced equip- 
ment procured; social activities of various 
kinds were set on foot, the most important 
being the Guild, with its far-reaching bene- 
volent aims. 

In July, 1905 the degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred on Miss White by Dublin University. 
She was presented by the Senior Proctor, 
the Rev. T. Kingsmill Abbott, Litt.D., 
S.F..T.C.D., and was introduced by the 
Public Orator, Dr. Louis Claude Purser. 

In a leading article, the Jrish Times of 
that date said:—‘‘Coupling Miss White's 
name with that of Mrs. Margaret Byers; cf 
Victoria College, Belfast, Dr. Purser spoke 
of their magnificent work in the cause of the 
higher education oí women, and congratu- 
lated both cities on the pioneer work. of 
these ladies. Both had the courage and 
foresight of true ioneers, and both have 
seen their ambitions realised more fully, 
erhaps, than they could have dared to hope. 
‘hey believed in woman's capacity for 
education at a time when public opinion was 
singularly indifferert on the subiect. The 
tireless energy of Miss White bas helped 
largely to break down the opposition of 
Trinity College to the :ppeals of the women 
of Ireland, and she is now engaged in 
organising what should be a most successful 
scheme for the practical training of women 
as teachers. On that dav also the first lady 
graduate from Trinity College received the 
B.A. Degree—Miss Eva Jellett. Nor was 
that the only testimony to the success of 
her efforts. The function was also attended 
by ninety-three§ ladies—eichtv three from 
Cambridge and ten from Oxford—who re- 
ceived from Dublin University the degree 
they could carn, but not attain, in their own 
Universities ”’ 


A SIGNAL HONOUR 


For over a quarter of a century Miss White 
continued her remarkable career as Lady 
Principal of Alexandra College and as an 
illuminating figure in the educational world. 
So marked was her success that again, in 
1931, a signal honour was done her when 
she was presented publicly with her portrat 
in oils from the brush of Sir William Orpen, 
R.A. The presentation was made in the 
presence of a large and distinguished 
assemblage-at Alexandra College. The Arch- 
bishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) unveiled the 
picture. He observed that remarkable 
progress had been made by Alexandra College 
under Miss White as its Lady Principal, and 
referred to the establishment of the lecture- 
ships and scholarships endowed by Lady 
Ardlaun, Hermione Countess of Leinster, 
and Miss Margaret Stokes. The presentation 
was made by the late Lady Arnott, D.B.E., 
and Mrs. Preston on behalf of the sub- 
scribers. 

In rerlying to the speeches on that occasion, 
Miss White was able to say that there were 
few professions open to women in which past 
students of Alexandra College were not 
occupying important and responsible posi- 
tzoms in most parts of the warld. In Dublin 
University, and also at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge the name, of the College’s past 
students stood high in the honours lists. 

Miss White herself presented the portrait 
to the College through the late Dr. Joly, 
then Warden, and it now hangs in one of the 
College halls. 

Miss White tendered her resignation in 
1931, but it was not accepted. Her health, 
however, compelled her finally resigning in 
the following year, when she went into 
honoured retirement. 

Miss White was the eldest daughter of 
the late Henry White, D.L., of Charleville, 
Roserea, where her family settled in the 
middle of the seventeenth century.

BANK OF FRANCE 
REFORM 
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CHAMBER PASSES 
BILL 
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From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 


HE Chamber debate on the Socialist 
Government’s bill to reform the 
Bank of France began this evening. The 
main objects of the bill, for which the 
Cabmet has asked high-speed procedure, 
are to make the Governor and Council 
independent of financial interests and to 
widen the shareholders voting rights. 
The bill was passed by 430 to 111. 

Early in the debate the Finance 
Minister, M: Vincent Auriol, announced 
that a considerable reduction had been 
made in the bank’s advance to the Trea- 
sury. The original 1,500,000,000 francs 
(£20,000,000) advanced under the law of 
June 23 had fallen to 800,000,000 francs 
(£11,000,000). 

“I hope,” he added, “ to re-absorb this 
IE oe, and go through the summer 
without calling on the facilities we asked 
of you—up to 10,000,000,000 francs or 
£135,000,000.”’ ' 

Previously M. Auriol had been defend- 
ing the right of the bank’s 40,000 share- 
holders to te wers. At present only 

olders may vote. 


THE SHAREHOLDERS 


‘A minority of the shareholders (200 
members of the General Council) own 
170,000,000 francs of the capital, while 70 
per. cent. of the small stockholders only 
1,400,000,000 francs. The share- 
holders, as a whole,” the Minister went 
on, ‘‘ supplied the capital, while 200 of 
them took all the decisions. Among the 
200 were directors of numerous companies, 
consequently the principals of these com- 
panies ruled the national economy. Seats 
in the Council of Regency went from 
father to son. It was an _ intolerable 
position. 

“ Not the People’s Front but a Papal 
Encyclical condemns the accumulation of 
economic power in the hands of a small 
group of men,” declared M. Auriol. 

M. Auriol claimed that members elected 
to the Council by the great commercial 
and agricultural organisations would be 
able to present the essential interests of 
the workers, especially the peasants, who 
had hitherto not been represented. 

Prior to M. Auriol’s speech members of. 
the Right had opposed the bill, arguing 
that, though past Governments might 
sometimes have met with resistance from 
the bank, they had never been refused 
urgent help. The present plan, they 
claimed, put power in the hands of 
Gevernment servants, who would do what 
they were told. 

Defenders of the bill, who were in the 
majority, reterted that the bank’s regents 
had considered rather their vested inte- 
rests than the public interest.

THE KING AND THE 
GUARDS 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—The nation will feel profound 
relief at the failure of what may prove 
to have been an attempt on the lite of 
His Majesety the King. The affair awaits 
judicial investigation, but it is known that 
as the King was riding down Constitution 
Hill after presenting new Colours to the 
Guards in Hyde Park his horse was 
struck by an object projected from among 
the crowd. The missile was seized by 
the police, and found to be a revolver 
loaded in four of its five chambers. The 
incident recalls the occasion in 1840 when 
Queen Victoria was shot at almost in the 
same spot by the maniac, Edward Oxford. 
It is at least a reminder of the peculiar 
dangers that are inseparable from exalted 
station. For generations the practice of 
the Sovereigns of England has beén to 
move among their people not surrounded 
by the apparatus of protection that the 
ruJers of some other countries consider 
necessary, but trusting in the love and 
loyalty of their subjects. ‘The King 
yesterday was riding at the head of his 
armed forces, not encircled by their 
bayonets. * The trust has been abundantly 
justified, and, though incidents such as 
yesterday’s have occurred several times 
in the past century, they have not been 
allowed to dimjfish it, but they do remind 
the nation that the utmost confidence 
—_* between a patriot King and a 
cyal people gopfers no immunity against 
the matanahel power of bhaic - of 
personal grievance warping the mind to 
the semblarice of Punacy.

Edward possesses it was already known;
